Sir  :  In  reply  to  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  this  date,  making  inquiry 
respecting  the  appointment  of  "  a  commission  in  each  of  the  slave  States  repre- 
sented in  Congress,  charged  to  award  to  each  loyal  person,  to  whom  a  colored 
volunteer  may  owe  service,  a  just  compensation,"  I  have  the  honor  to  state 
that  commissioners  have  been  appointed  in  the  States  of  Maryland  and  Delaware, 
and  that  in  the  other  slave  States,  by  the  President's  direction,  no  appointments 
have  yet  been  made.
